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There  were  13  farm  fatalities  in  1986  compared  with  29  deaths  in  1985.  It  was 
the  first  year  in  the  past  decade  where  a  major  decline  in  farm  fatalities  (55  per 
cent)  was  recorded. 

Table  1  shows  the  number  of  fatalities  from  1976  to  1986.

The  highest 
percentage  decline  occurred  in  the  18  to  34  years  age  group  with  a  whopping  88 
per  cent  followed  by  the  above  60  years  groups  with  58  per  cent.

Farm  machinery  claimed  10  lives,  farm  trucks  two  lives  and  cows  one  life. 

Sixty-two  per  cent  of  all  fatalities  occurred  in  the  single  month  of  August. 

The  intensification  of  programs  to  reach  more  farmers,  the  co-operation  of 
farm  organizations  and  rural  schools,  and  farmers  acceptance  of  these  programs, 
had  an  impact  on  the  decline.
